Proje^t-iREDD was initiated'^^n 197^ a^s a* cooperative 
effort by library and mental re±ard.aJ:ion agencies in the Waterbury, 
Connecticut area. .The project utilized a bookmobile to route a 
spe^cial .collection 'of bookSir^medla, and games to .the" mentally 
handicapped and information 911 mental retardation .to^ their parents 
. and, teachers and' to the commi|nity. Bookmobile stops w^^e scheduled at 
special schools, sheltered vox^cshops, and programs sponsored by area ^ 
associatioi)s for the, retarded in maay localrvtowns . Patrons were 
allowed to return bo7;rowed materials to their iLocal library. 
JPublicity was provided by letter;s to the community, by media and 
iaagazine coverage, and by the mobility of the, project^ Van itself. 
From ther-exp^r^iences gained during- the project period*", sever&l 
recommendations were -made for t;he continuation of this prbgrarm or oilfe 
of^similar intent, including types^of matexiay^hich proved to be 
most pbpurar, the use 'of .the Cpiinectica.c system f oi^returning 
'borrowed mai:erials, , the scheduling of stops,, and the type and ^ize of* 
bookmobile to use. It was concluded that Project FREDD had positive 
effe*cts in this specia3,i2i^d area of 'library ^fervice. (Author/SL) 
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Thc^ following is an evaluative report of the Mobile Library 
Project F.RjE.DiD. as submitted to the Co^ecticut State 
Library. The information provided includes record^ and 
reports completed by Ms. Candacc^C. Hall, j^rt-time 
librarian employe d dur ing the initial project pe^:iod from 
March to August, 1974; as veil ajs materials compiled from 
January through June, 1975, by the project's curretvt 
librarian Ms. Nancy H. Dewald* Activities, statistics, 
and specific recommeifd^tions for the continuation of 
tilis specialized library service are enumerated herein.

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The Central Coimecticut Rcgiouul Center and the 
Waterbury Regional Center operating under the Office of 
Mental Retardation, and in cooperation \dth the' Connecticut 
State Library, have sponsored a specialized- mobile librarj' 
service known as F.R.E.D.D. (fVee Resources for Educating 
the Developmentally Disabled). The primary objective of 
the project was, to mike appropri^ate library resource 
materials a\'a liable and more eas^ily accessible to ^thosc 
developmentally disabled individuals, their teachers, 
parcilts, and oth6r interested persons residing in the 
toviTis encompassed by both' Centers' regions. Another 
intent of thib" project was to harVi; 'public librarians 
become more aware of the definite need for specialized 
library resources to be available for use by this liandicapped 
population. 

Project F.R.E.D. D. lias been f^hded under the aegis 



of Title I, Federal Library Services and Construction Ac^t.) 
The initial grant peri9d extended from March to August, '1974V- 
permitting the employment of a part-time libr^C?i?in, and the 
grant was subsequently renewed during January, 1975, allo>>ing 
for employment of a full-time librarian, who.^e termination 
date is scheduled for July 31y 1975.-'- 

F.R.E.D.D^s CO llectioni includes high-i!nE?l*^t, 
C low-vocabaiary reading materials; records; films trip s> 
picture books; teaching materials on subjiicts such as time, 
money, begi|l(^iing reading, numbers; and an assortmcnc of 
puppets, pussies, and varioy^s educational toys. To supple^ 
raent the collection, rhisical instn^mcnts, puppets, and 
constructive play materials were borrowed from the Connecti- 
cut State Library Intcr-Library Loan Center. ^ Also, textbooks 
which were deemed appropriate foV ti^achers and parents df the

dcvclopmcntally disabled were ntade available for loan on the

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During the initial weeks of the project periods, both 
librarians participated in in-service training sessions at ^ach of 
the Regional Ccntiir.^^'^ps^riyKffort to understand better the cl^racter- 
istics and needs of jhe special j^opalation to be served. During 
March, 1974, organizational activities pursued by t^e librai'iatx in- 
cluded the ordering and purchasing of materials for F.R.E.D.D. and 
scheduling specific locations for the bookmobile visits. ,A quest 
ionnaire was devised and sent to pu, JjLc libraries, public schools, 
associations for re^rded citizens^'^and other facilities serving the 
handicapped, seeking information concerning the facilities' materi»ls, 
resources, and programs as wall as those materials which they may.liave 
available to parents, teacher^ and lay persons interested in the area 
of mental retardation.*-'

An Open House was held at the Waterbui^y Regional 
Center in April, 1974, to introduce F.R.E.D.D. to all pro- 
fessionals involved in tlds field, interested citizens from 
the community, representatives from the State Office of Mental 
Retardation, and »State library personnel, 

Follovdng the Open House, F.R.E.D.D J s. scheduled 

tour throughout ^e ^jregions bega iy F.R.E.D.D. was located 

at public schools, libraries, the Regional Centers, shopping 

centers, and sheltered woi4cshops in the townfe of Derby, Beacon 

Falls, Watcrbury, Thomaston, Wolcott, Cheshire, Prospect, 

» f 

Oakvxl .c,. Plainvillc, Cromwell, Portland, Soutlungton, Meriden, 
arjk >tJ.ddletown. Many persons availed themselves of those 
specialized materials which F.R.E.D.D. had to offer. 

In August, 1974^ the initial jproject phase concluded, 
and in addition to. her evaluation, the part-time librarian made 
several recommendations for more effective and efficient con- 
tinuation of this specialized service. 

' In January, J.975, following a brief interim period, 
funding was renewed, and a full-time Hbrarian engaged in re- 
initiating the F,R,E,D.D. project. Letters were sent to libraries, 
> » 
public schools, rest homes, and local associations for the retarded

explaining the purpose of the project. Visits were made to 
public librarians in the Waterbury Region in an effort to discuss 
the program and its purpose, indicate the need for specialised 
library services to the developmentally disabled, and request their 
assistance in assuring that the materials borrowed from F.R*E.D.D. 
woald be returned after use. As a matter of convenience, it was 
agreed tliat F.R.E.D.DJs patrons could return borrowed materials 
to their local library, as these could be sent by Connectican-^ to ^ 
a library closer to the Waterbury Regional Center. Witliin the 
Central Connecticut Region, public librarians were sent a compre- 
hensive letter wliich specified the rationale and delineated the 
ser^ces of F.R.E.D.D. ji;liich would be available to them. Procedures ' 
for the return of borrowed materials vere^simlar* to those chosen 
within the Waterbury area. , ' 

With these preparations midervf-ay F.R.E,D.,D. *s collection 
as well as the professional collection of the Waterbury Regional 
Center was catalogued^ aifd the bookmobile was scheduled for location

at schools, sheltered workshops, and programs sponsored by 
area associations for the retarded in the towns of Cheshire, 
Derby, Prospect, Watorbury, Watertown, Bristol, Southington, 
New Britain, Middle town, Durham, Wallingford, and Mcriden. 
JFrom the experiences derived during its first year^of operation 
it liad been indicated tliat response to F.R.E.D.D, was greatest 
when located at school sites. Consequently, during the current 
project^ period, F.R.E.D.D. was taken to facilities that served 
the developmentally disabled in expectation t\\i^t a greater mombcr 
of individuals could be reached. 

tf(^en the bookmobile began its travels in 1975, it was 
determined tliat it would be at a scheduled centrally- located site 
for a p(^iod of one w(|ek, at wluch time special class students from 
schools within the vicinity could tour and avail themselves of 
F.R.E.D.D.'s £»osources. It was discovered, however, that in many 
instances, the arrang^nents for extra transportation of these 
students to visit F.R.E.D.D. proved quite burdensome. Therefore, 
it was pLinned tliat F.R.E.D.D. would move to different locations 
more frequently 50 as to be .more conveniently accessible to these 
persons. 



While introductory letters and the mobility of the 
bookmobile itself se^^^d to inform ihterested community persons 
of the F.R.E.D.D. project, publicity for the program was beli&vM 
to be especially beneficial in so far as increased public awareness 
could be measured. During the project's onset in 1974, publicity 
was provided by the Cliiefs of Volunteer Services Srom both of the 
Regional Ceutors, During the 1975 project period, tliis ser\'ice 
was provided via the State Library's Public Infonnation Officer. 
The efforts of these persons resulted in extensive media coverage 
witliin several regional newspapers and on local radio stations. 
Higlilights of project F.R.E.D.D. were featured on Cliannel 8 and 
Cliannel 30 telc\asion5 and an article concerning F.R.E.D.D. 
appeared in the August, 1974, issue of the PCMR Message, published 
^ by the President's Committee on Mental Retardation. Additional 
, .artieles appeared in the January, 1975, issue of American Libraries 
and the May, 1975, iscue of School Library^ Journal . >Iany of these 
public information materials concerning F.R.E»D.D. v^ere compiled and 
along with the original grant proposal, the notebook collection vas 
submitted in February, 1975, by the Waterbury Regional Center a^ an 
entry for the Jolm Cotton Dana Library Public Relations Avvards 
Contest.

Tliroughout the project period.^ there was considerable 
student and teacher interest in the bookjuobile's collection of 
toys and teaclung games (Realia). Teachers expressed their 
appreciation for the opportunity to make use of these materials 
on a trial basis prior to ordering them for their own school* s

collection. Records and pictuxx^ books were also frequently 

sought by student > and otiier clients, including, those in rest

homes, who were un-iMe to read. The books written at high-interest

Mobility: It is believed that more frequent m6ves 

witldn e^ch towii also contributed 'to the success 

of the boolanobilc.

Vehicle: Tha vehicle itself was found to be q^ite 
larg<? and cumbersome to drive. Very low gas 
mileage and frequent repaii-s proved it to be iln- 
economical. In additJLon, its design prohibited 
visitors in wheelchairs from entering and perusing 
the materials. * The steps and tur^is also made -the 

entry difficult for other physically handicapped ^

persons » . It is, therefore, recommended that a 

smaller veldcle be used, such as a van or a station 
,f 

wagon, ^his would be more economical and easier ^o 
drive and move about. ^Materials c<5uld be displayed 
either on the van itself or withVi the facilitry being 
^isited, such f»iat the arrangemcp^fc-^uld^be barrier 
jjree to a client *s physical handicaps. ' 
Re^source Sharing: In an effort to provide a maximum 
amount of resouifcos in the area of mental retai*datioii 
to teachers, parents, staff and volunteers of the

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the Regional Centers^ and other interested persons; 
a system of resource^sliaripg is suggested *as being 
most beneficial. The State Li!)rary's Inter-Library) ^ ^ 
Loan Centers have already been ^utili2ed to i;icrease 
both the professional and cli^ent resources that rfcre 
offered on F.R.E.D^D. It is suggested that those 
library resouixes which are o\/i\ed by all of the State 
Office of Mental Retardation's Regional Centers be

Public Libraries: Questionnaires which public librarians 

had complete^ in, 1974 indicated tliat although several ^ 

libraries liad some materials on the, subject of mental 

retardation suitable for parents.^ teachers, and 

interested laymen, very few libraries ha^ ^ro^rams 

or |fiaterials for J:he mentally retarded patrons, themselve 

' In some instances, librarians indicate^ tliat budgetary • 

limitations restricted the implementation of library

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service to tliis special population. , It is felt tliat 
f their prior participation in the f.R.E.DiD. program 
and the avail^ibility of information concerning success 
of the project wiU serve to make librarians more 
aware of the continued need that exists. It is 
suggested tliat displays be created by the Regional 
Center perscjnnel which would include ihaterials that 
were used on the bookmobile as well as professional 
books, and pampiilets concerning mental retardation. 
These displays would be placed in public libraries 
and mciy serve to heighten awareness of librarians 
and the public, for the^ ne6d to provide adequate 
library services to the developmentally disabled. 



In summary, it may be concluded tliat the F.R.E.D.D. project 
has liad positive effects in liaving pi^ovided a variety of libray re- 
source materials to the developmentally disabled and in demonstrating 
the need tliat exists for tliis type of specialized library service. 
Lookiiig toward the future, it is hoped tliat an improvement in the 
economy may permit the pub He and, 'or private sector involved with or 
interested in serving the developmentally disabled an opportunity to

maintain implemcutatiort of tlds spijijialited service as statistics 
and personal contact indeed substantiates the need.
